juixflnre  of  ourafrciirs,  ii  w  ill  rea- 
dily ,  occur  to  every  recoitetling 
mind  ..'lat  the  conduct  oi  the  pa- 
nilh  conrt  was  more  lukewarm, 
and  tiiltant  towauis«the  American 
States,  than  that  of  any  o'her 
European  p6we'r."..wKo  from  prin- 
ciples 61  I ong  cltabhlhed  enmity.  6c 
rivAl'lhip,  was  eqpally  intereded  in 
the  d,ifnieinbe*i  metlf,  &  conl'eq..e,it 
del  ilitv,  of  the  Britlflf  empire  — 
and  Mthbngn,  under  the  family 
co ip pact  of  tlie  hoi.le  of  Hourbon 
—  that  natron,  m  l  77^  entered  in- 
to the  w  ar  again!!  England,  as  the 
ally,  and  alfficiaie  of  r  ance,  yet- 
flic  maile  no  formal  recognition  of 
the  independence  of  the  United 
States  1  and  neither  in  the  o'igin, 
or  termination  of  the  war,  did  (lie 
feem  to  pay  the  leall  regard,  to 
the  political  intcrells  of  confede- 
rated America.  \\  hether  1  his  cold 
condui't,  on  tbe  part  of  Spain,  pro- 
ctedcdXrom  the  difcordanry  of  the 
principles  of  her  government, 
from,  thofe  which  produced  our 
revolution,  and  the  proximity  of 
our  chartered  boundaries,  Jto  her 
poileilions  on'tV.is  continent;  it  is 
not  mateiial,  at  this  day:  to  en- 
quire :  Hut  this,  I  beneve,Jii  a  fact,' 
that,  although  (  ongrels  kept  an  a- 
gent  with  competent  powers,  at 
t'.ic  court  of  Madrid,,  froin  a  very 
early  period  of  the  late  war  ;  yet 
no  pact  or  treaty  of  any  kind  was 
ever  entered  into  between  the  two

This  refervcdnefs'on  the  part  of 
the  Spanilli  nation,  and  their  inti-" 
mate  connexion  with  France,  du- 
ring the  exillence  of  a  monarclii- 
cal  form  of  gov  ei  nmenr  in  tljfl't 
country,  rendered  the  political  de- 
portment of  the  United  States,  to-, 
wards  the  former  nation,  a  matter 
of  delicacy,  and  importance  By. 
the  friendffiip  and  afOftance  of 
France,  the  edablilhineni  of  our 
independence  had  been  accelera- 
ted, and  ffiould  it  have  been  pre- 
maturely jeopardized,  by  a  con- 


rliil  v^th  any  nation  in  ,  Europe 
(and  om  at  If  aft,  we  may  fuppole, 
there  w  as,  pap.  ting  With  eager  willi- 
es, for  fuch  an  inaufpicious  event 
to  us)  on  Ktapce;  ,maittwe  have 
again  relied,  for  reiterated  allilt- 
ance, — fuch  being  our  real  politi- 
cal lituation,.  immediately  ,  after 
our  peace  wirh  England, in  l^3j — 
the  cii  cumlpection,  anil.prudeuce, 
with  which  it  behoved  the  councils 
of  America,  to  obferve  with  jef- 
pect  to  any  meafure,, w  hich, might 
tend  in  the  fmalled  degree  to  ffiake 
the  alliance,  and  good  underltand- 
ing  lublilUng  between  France,  and 
the  United  States,  or, even  embar- 
rafs  that  nation,  in  tlie  conduct  (lie 
was  to  obferve  tow  ai  ds  her  new  al- 
ly, and  her  old  friend  ; ,  mult  be 
Itrikingly  obv  ious  to  every  perfon^ 
wlio  bears  in  mind  how  much  ,  the 
fafety  and  happinefs  of  America, 
at  that  early   epoch  of  her  inde- 
pendence, relied  on  the  :  political 
relations,  in  which  certain  powers 
of  Kurope  Hood  with   refpect  to 
each  other  and  to  herfelf. 

But  we  were  relieved  frOmtpiS 
delicatepofture  of  our  atfairs,  with 
refpect  to  Spain  by  the  arrival  at 
New-Yoik*the  then  feat  of  Con- 
grels — of  if  on  Diego  de  Gardoqui; 
in  quality  of  Amballador,  from  that 
court,  fome  time  in. the  fprir.g  of 
1-8;,  about,  two  years  .after  the. 
peace  at  Faris.  .  'J  his  gentleman 
having  had  his  r. tidience,  aiut  pro- 
duced his  credentials-  by  whi/ch, 
it  appeared  that  he  was  invef.  ed 
with  authority,  to  treat  y  ith  he 
United   States,  0.1  the  1'dject  of 
commercial  arrangements  :  ,  .  on- 
grefs,    without   delay,  appointed 
jcdin  Jay  efq.  tlici.  fetre  i.y  for 
foreign  .affairs,  to  ei.ter   in  o'  the 
negotiation  with  him,    Beini  ;u  - 
ciallv  enjoined,  to  make  the  ri^ht 
ot  the  United  state's,  to  the.  fee. 
ufe  ol  the  i^iilliffippi,  froip  i's  Idui'CC) 
to  the  Ocean,  the  leading  f  atvre, 
of  any  treaty,  which  Ihould  be  en- 
tered into  between  the  contracting 
parties.  . 

This  ciaim  of  the  United  States,"

of  temper,  whenever  our  right^o 
the  navigation  ,  of  the  Milhmppi 
was  urged  ujmn    him.     1  his  in- 
temri'erance    of    the  :inil:a:!ad..r,

Which  t  o  n 
the  management  ol'  ir.  had  \c.-y 
.much  agitated  the  public  nittd  of 
America,  fhoald  be  diftnilled  from  \ 
farther  difcanion  a::ei  turfied  over 
as  an  objecl  of  cOrtfideratiou  for 
the  preterit  government  of  Ameri- 
ca, which  had  been  adopted,  and 
was  then,  nphn  the  eve  of  being 
put  into  action,  Much  about  the 
lame  period  loo,  ia  July  I7*Q,  Mr. 
Gardoiui  received  pe. million  from 
his  court,  to  go  back  to  Spain,  on 
his  own  private  affairs — intending 
to  return,  to  reaflume  the  treaty, 
fo  foori  as  the  new  governmental 
fyltem  mould  become  fully  organ- 
ized, and  begin  it  ;  functions— It  Co 
happened,  however,  that  after  tne 
inllitution  of  the  general  govern- 
ment,  Mr.  Gardoqui,  the  onlyper- 
fon  empowered  by  the  Spanilh 
court,  to  treat  wi  «  the  United 
States,  did  r.ot,  r.ccur  ling  to  ex- 
pecSatii-ns,  founded  on  Ins  ownaf- 
furauces, return  to  America,  and 
the  Secretary  of  State,  ••.  :;.;>  was 
appointed,  in  September  iTSo,  to 
whnlt  department,  this  fpecies  of 
executive  bufinefs  appertained — 
having  not  arrived  from  K  ranee, 
fc&s  arrltr  of  f«e  treaty  with  Spar?, 
i  could  not  be  immediately  acted 
upon,  mi  account  of  the  ab'ftsnte  of 
the  rj^cc'tive  agents  of  the  two 
nattoiYs,  yet,  not  si  branding  thefe 
obft^cles,  the  executive  of  the  Li- 
nked States  did  not  permit-  qnr 
claim  to  the  navigation  of  the 
Jylilhinppi  to  fieep. 

flie  nature  of  the  ccmiexions 
which  f  ftjfilled  ar  this  period,  be- 
x  veen  1'rauce  and  the  United  States 
a. 1. 1  between  France  and  Spain,  is 
we!!  known,  and  has  been  alluded 
to.  It  wat  perfectly  undcrflood  by 
the  .American  government,  that 
although  France  favored  the  pre- 
tentions of  Spain,  to  exel  iii  e 
navigation  of  the  Mlffilfippi,  with- 
in her  own  bonndaiies — yet  fhe 
wis  w.rll  inclined  to  the  profperi- 
iy  <>f  the  United  Mates,  and  would 
wifh  to  fee  an  cxtcn!ion  of  our 
coinmcite,  of  the  bencli:s  ofv>huh, 


from  exilling  treaties,  me  wculd 
probably  pa; iiclpate.  T  he  court 
of  Vei  l. dUcs,  therefore,  was  mov- 
ed to  inte  pofe  its  meuiitorial  hi- 
nuence,  to  induce  the  court  of  Ma- 
drid to  acknowledge  our  light  to 
the  navigation  ol  the  Milhuippi. 
And  this  mterpolilioii,  would  pro- 
p.obably  have  pro. luted  eflicaci- 
oi!s  eoufequences,  had  not  the  i  a- 
pid  progrefs  of  the  French  revo- 
lution, wbi«h  at  jiiif  reformed, 
;tnd  afterwards  aboliihcd  monar- 
chy, cut  oif  all  intercourfe  be- 
tween th..-  two  courts,  and  placed 
thera  in  a ftate  of  hoitdity  to  each 
oth'cjF. 

It  was  expected,  that  the  rc-af- 
fumption  of  the  Sparnfh  treaty, 
Would  confidence  un  ier  the  aulj>i- 
ces  ol  th^o  new  g<  \  ci  ti.iiCiit,  on  ttiis 
continent,  lo  loon  as  Mr.  Gardo- 
qui thoufl  rctui  ti  ;  an  event  which 
never  happenned,  his  place  in  t It e 
uiploaia  ic  line,  being  iupplie  i  by 
two  gentlemen  in  the  ciiaracteri  <>f 
comiit.hioiic.-s,  from  the  Spaniih 
eourt.  By  them  it  was  propoicd, 
that  the  executive  of  the  United 
Stares,  thould  depute  Icnnc  pei  tons 
tQ  the  C'.u-t  of  :\'udnJt  to  revive 
the  negotiation,  whicl>  Mr.  Gar- 
dpqui  was  iiriL  aufhorifed  to  ori- 
ginate in  America.  ..Ithough  ttic 
traiisfer.  of  the  fecne  of  negotia- 
tion, from  America  to  Europe,  was 
an  event,  which  it  was  much  vvifh- 
ed  cocjkl  ha  e  be:  n  avoided,  a- 
mong  othx?r  important  conlidera- 
1  .on-.,  oi;  account  of  the  inevita- 
ble delay,  which  ft  would  occali- 
a  l  :  yet  t  he  proportion  w  as  immc- 
diatelv  cl  >fed  withi  To  give  dif- 
patth  to  ttiis  bulinefs,  Ae  agents  to 
execute  it,  were  appointed  in  Eu- 
rope. Mr  Short,  our  Miniller  re- 
fident  at  the  feven  United  Fioviti- 
c-s,  with  Mr.  Carmichael  our 
Charge  des  Alk.irs,  at  the  court 
or  Spain,  were  appointed  commif- 
Coners  plenipotentiary,  to  conduct 
this  important  negotiation. 

The  leading  principles  by  which 
they  were  to  \>  -  governed,  in  the 
i  e  OflVt  a!  of  this  treaty,  were  amply 
a:id  forcibly  delineated,  in  the  iu- 
ih-uctiop.s  which  tfiey  received.  In 
which*  our  right  to  navigate  the 
Mi.hjuppi,  from  the  fource  to  the 
oc^in,  and  "the  extenb'on  of  the 
SouThern  botmdary  of  ihe  United 
States  to  the  jrft  degree  oi  lati- 
tude Non!«  of  the  Eonator, reliihg 
on  two  fbljd  I'.nd  diitinct  founda- 
tion i,  to  wit,  the  treaties  of  Paris 
of  176?  and  of  1752 — 3  and  the 
laws  of "natur<  and  nations,  were 
directed  to  be  inlilfed  f.non,  as 
the  indifpeu'ibie  .jrelnninaries  and 
fine  qua  no. is,  to  the  propofed 
treaty— It  is  farther  enjoined,  that 
any  treaty,  which  may  be  entered 
into,  fhall  in  every  o  her  refpeet 
he  limirted  in  its  duration,  but  in' 
regard  to  the  above  two  articles  it 
fliall  be  iir.al  and  perpetual. 

Our  right  to  rhe  navigation  of" 
rbr  Miffiuippi  from  its  faarce,  to 
where  ou-r  Southern-  boundary 
jrtrikes  it,  car.r.ot  be  difputed,  it  is 
froiii  ti:at  point  downwards  <m!y, 
tiiat  the  exclufive  navigation  is 
cTaitaed  by  Spain>  lhat  is  to  fay, 
where  Ihe  holds  the  country,  on 
both  'ides.  Leaving  the  Miflillip- 
pi  m  that  Statu  G^uo,  the  Spaniih 
court,  it  is  believed,  would  wiih- 
out.heotation,  enter  into  commer- 
cial 1  eg:. lations, -vith  the  United 
States,  cn  terms  of  reciprocal  be- 
lief: to  both  nations,  but  that  it  is 
declined  on^  our  part,  until  our 
right  to  the  free  ufe  of  the  Miifif- 
iip'd,  fliall  be  moil  unequivocally 
acknowledged  aid  ejlablifl.ed ,  on 
principles  never  hereafter  to  be 
drawn  into  conteftation. 

But  as  the  mere  naked  rin;ht,  to 
navigate  the  Mifliflippi,  would  trot 
from  rhe  peculiar  circumftances 
attending  the  Weftern  Waters, 
be  completely  beneficial,  without 
the  ufe  of  a  port  of  depot  for  im- 
portations and  exportation  fome- 
wliere  upon  the  banks  of  that  ri- 
■ver,  about  the  mouth  of  it,  conti- 
guous to  the  fea  ;  the  coinmiflion- 
ei  1  are  in!frmaed,  to  endeavor,  to 
pitrchafe  or  otherwife  obtain,  on 
aicount  of  the  United  States, 


fafe  and  proper  pofition,  the  right 
of  foil,  in  a>  much  land,  as  will 
commodijulty  auiwer  lhat  purpoie. 

The  documents,  requiring  our 
relident  at  the  Hague,  to  repair  to 
Madrid;  in  the  capacity  01  com- 
iniilioner  plenipotentiary  for  the 
purpolci  before  lfatcd,  having 
been  attended  in  their  tranfmilhon, 
with  couiiderable  and  very  unl'or- 
tunate  delay,  lie  did  not  arrive  a) 
That  city,  as  loon  as  was  expected, 
which  confequently  retarded  the 
revival* «f  the  negotiaiton.  Mi. 
Shut  t,  ho  wcv  ev,  reached  the  Spa- 
l.i.ii  court  in  the  early  part  of  1792, 
from  which  period,  in  co-opcrati- 
011  with  his  ailociate  Air.  Carmi- 
chael, the  moll  Qnceafing  efforts 
have  been  made  by  them,  to  obtain 
the  object  of  their  mifiion. 

There  w  as  a  feafon,  fince  there- 
Coiiiineiuc.ncnt  of'thi.s  negotiation, 
when  rhe -Spaniih  and  Englim  na- 
tions, fee. tied  to  be  on  the  verge 
Of  hciflilitics,  in  which,  it  was  ho- 
ped, that  the  former,  from  motives 
of  policy,  and  felf  inlerelf  (that 
11  oil  predominant  motive  with  ha- 
tiotttsj  would  have  been  induced 
to  have  tione  an  act  of  jufiice,  by 
icllo  iug  to  the  United  States  an 
■nembarrel&d  participation,  in  the 
uie  of  the  ^iffiffippa.  but  this 
}irofj>ee't  of  difcord,  was  but  of  a 
motl  duration.  A  compromife  of 
all  difputes,  took  place  between' 
•hofe  tw  o  courts,  an  t  Spain,  allied 
with  England,  fboji  became  par- 
lies, in  ihe  confederacy  of  def- 
pots,  againlt  the  libei  ties  of  Fiance.- 
The  political  connexion  exifting 
at  prbfonti  between  Sj>ain,  and  1  m 
gland,  will  not-  it  may  be  appre- 
liended,  be  an  advantag?ons  event 
to  our  negotiation  at  the  court  of 
tne  former.  For,  1  believe,  it  has 
rarely  happened,  that  the  interefls 
of  the  Lnitcd  States,  have  been 
remarkably  patronized,-  in  cons- 
ties,  where  Uruiih  influence,  has 
preponderated* 

Notw  ithllanding  the  embarrafT.- 
ment,  wliich,  it  w  as  feared  a  com- 
bination of  political  incidents  in 
Europe,  would  produce,  our  com- 
miilioncvs  were,*  neverthelcli,  un- 
remittingly affduous,  in  prcHing 
the  Span>ih  mir.iilry  to  enter  fully 
into  the  leading  principles  of  the 
negotiation,  wbich  they  had  come 
to  Madrid,  for  the  purpofe  of  re- 
viving. Aft«r  fome  ceremonious 
delays,  Mr.  Gardoqui  was  reap- 
pointed by  the  Spaniih  court,  to 
recommence  this  bufinefs.- 

The  American  commiflion !  s, 
brought  forward  our  claim  to  the 
navigation  of  th©  Millitfippi,  "and 
the  extent  of  our  fouthern  boun- 
dary— fuffained  by  a  memorial, 
replete  with  well  arranged,  and  ir-- 
rcf  .  -able  arguments,  &awT*Trom 
the  llipnlation  of  treaties,  and  the 
lay. m  of  nature  and  nations.  To 
this  memorial,  the  Spaniih  agent 
did  not  return  an  aT.fwer,  and  the 
difcufiion  of  the  met  its  of  the 
above  memorial  though  not  pofi- 
tively  denied— yet  has  been  can- 
tioufiy,  and  rather  vexatiouily, 
avoided,  by  the  Spaniih  minifter, 
by  refbrting  to  every  fpecics  of  e- 
vafion,  and  procralt'ination,  which 
the  pompous  parade,  and  ceremo- 
nies of  European  courts,  can  rea- 
dily fupply— This  unwarrantable, 
and  dilatory  conduct,  of  the  court 
of  Spain,  was  foon  perceived  and 
considered  in  its  proper  light  by 
the  Executive  of  the  United  States* 
whofe  determination  jt  had  been' 
from  tl  e  firh\  to  ptnfue  our  claim 
to  the  du'hflippi,  with  Umptr.  vet 
firmnf/s,  and  to  prevent  if  poffible, 
an  abrupt  fchHbl  of  a  negotiation, 
w  h'u  h  had  been  with  fo  nTuch  didi! 
culry  re-introduced  on  the  tapis, 
r.ntil  every  principle  of  feafon  and 
argument  appendant  to  it,  mould 
be  fairly  difculled,  and  exhaulled. 

In  order  therefore,  to  cut  off  all 
farther  retardments,  which  niigbt 
originate  from  ceremonious  and 
formal  exceptions,  flowing  from  the 
alledged  incompetency-  ofpo&rers, 
and  the  diuuity  of  "deplomatic 
oiuce,— it  was  determined,  to  dif- 
on  patch  an  envoy  extraordinary,  to  1 
in  a      the  court  of  Madrid,  molt  iinex- 


ccptioually,  and  copioufly  author-' 
ized,  in  every  particular,  10  bring 
this  tedious  negotiation  to  an  cud. 
To  e-.'fe-ct  this,  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  was  necellary,  which 
was  at  that  time  not  in  fefhon — 
yet  the  executive,  anxious  to  pro- 
cure in  time,  a  proper  character 
for  fo  imporrant  an  undertaking, 
Caufed  an  applitatitm  10  be  made, 
firlt  lo  i\;r.  T homas  Jellerfon,  and 
next  to  Mr.  Patrick  Henry,  (two 
citizens,  equally  illultiious  for 
their  pairiotifm,  and  great  talents, 
and  aHb  well  known,  to  be  w  arm- 
ly devoted,  to  the  profperity  of 
the  wcfUrn  country)  to  enter  up- 
on this  einbally. 

Tlicy  having  both  declined,  this 
ofliee,  for  the  fake  of  expedi- 
tion, among  other  weighty  eonfi- 
derations,  Mr.  1'inckney,  tne  Ame- 
rican minifter  at  the  court  of  Lon- 
don^haa  been  ordered  to  hold  him- 
feif  in  a.  ftate  of  prepara-rion,  to 
repair  moll  expeditioufly  to  the 
court  of  Madrid— Who,  it  is  pro- 
bable, is  at  this  moment,  occupied, 
in  the  arduous  alfairs  of  the  Spa* 
nifh  treaty,  as  his  powers  only 
waited  for  the  fan ion  of  the  Se- 
nate- w  hich  has  Lccn  long  fince  con- 
vened. Hisiaftrudions  will  be  ft- 
mihu  to  thoie  given  to  connn'ii'.ion- 
ers  Short  and  Carmichael,  he  -diil/ 
prefs,  nit  only  cur  rights,  bat  'ejill 
derive  all  the  aid  to  our  interejts, 
whicb  may  arife  collaterally,  /ran  the 
events  of  the  prefent  war  in  Europe, 
or  atiy  influence  which  other  circum- 
■  Jlancct,  may  give  tc  th;  United  States. 

At  this  diliance,  and  in  our  pre- 
fimt'llare"  of  information,  it  will 
be  difficult to  aflert,.  what  may  be 
the  i'iiinedidte  e:>e>:t  o?  this  negoti- 
ation, v\  hich  feeins  to  be  capable 
of  being  affetted,  by  a  variety  of 
contingencies  beyond  the  control' 
of  the  American  government.  We 
have  indifputable  right  on  our 
fide,  w*ich  it  is  much  to  be  wifhed 
for  the  happinefs  of  mankind, 
ihould  always  form  the  1  ule  of  de- 
cifion,  among  nations.  But  per- 
haps there  is  much  reafon  to  la- 
ment, that  in  the  old  governments 
of  the  world,  right  is  too  often  re- 
folded into  power. 

As  a  young  nation,  jull  taking 
our  Hand  among  the  empires  of 
the  world,  before  we  have  arrived 
to  that  maturity  of  ltrcnpth,  and 
vigor,  which  a  thoufand  combining 
events,  promife  we  fliall  fpeedily 
attain— it  lias  been  deemed  thewi- 
ler  policy,  rather  to  endeavor  to 
artablifh  our  rights,  by  negotiati- 
on, than  by  a  premature  rcfort  to' 
the  ultima  ratioi  The  firlt,  being, 
a  fafer  and  more  certain  mode  of 
rcdrefs,  and  Inch  an  one,  as  the 
prefent  lituation  of  the  United 
States,  lays  them  under  an  almolt 
paramount  neceluty,  to  obferve, 
tiie  temporary  abftiner.ee  from  the 
exercifeofa  right,  w  hich  at  this 
period,  a  coinbiftajion  of  political 
events  renders  ir  prudent  for  us  to> 
obferve,  can  never  be  couftrued, 
into  a  dereliction  of  that  right. 

There  is  no  man,  who  will  call 
hh  eves  on  the  immence  and  fer- 
tile vuk-s  which  border  on  the  Wef- 
lern  Waters,  and  mark  tire  rapid 
progrefs,  which  population,  agri- 
culture, and  all  the  u'.'eful  arts, 
are  making  among  them,  that  can 
one  moment  doubt,  but  lhat  tfiefc 
channels,  w  hich  beneficent  nature 
luis  opened  for  the  diifufion  of  the 
fuperabundancc  of  all  the  nccefla- 
ries,  and  comforts  of  life,  yielded 
by  thefe  happy  regions,  among  the 
poorer  nations  of 'the  earth,  °7nujl 
be  applied  to  their  great  provi- 
dential end;  notwithfeanding  the 
obhruciions,  at  prefent  oppofed, 
by  an  unjuft,  narrow,  and  fliort 
lighted  policy.  It  is  an  event, 
which  the  interell  of  Spain  hcrfelf 
defideratcs,  could  /he  but  view  that 
interell,  thro'  the  proper  medium. 
It  is  an  event,  which  the  happinefs 
wf  the  human  fpecies  requires.  It 
is  an  event,  in  which  the  United 
States  are  all  interefted. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  jealous 
appreheniions,  which  aie  enter- 
tained,that  fome  States  in  theuni- 
en,  are  averfc  to  opening  the  ha- 


ligation  of  t!:e  Mi£$RpX  I  hia 
jcaiouly,  as  it  extends  to  Mates,  1 
am  confident,  embraces  too  extent 
itve  a  range.  For  little  mindtd, 
local  antifcdtYai  />o///;V/i.>.  j,  who  in- 
led,  in  a  greater  <-r  t  mailer  ae? 
..Ht ,  t»i7_\  Matt-  in  the  union,  I 
will  not  be  anfwerable.  ^  ec,  I

ou-  will  he  abandoned  or  neglect- 
cd. 

To  prove  that  every  meafure 
compatible  with  the  lituatioi.  of 
the  United  Mates,  has  been  adopt- 
ed, to  recl.'.im  if,  will  fully  appear 
by  recurring  to  the  joint  votes  of

If 
therefore,  when  all  the  modes  of 
honorable  negotiation,  ihall  be 
pujhed  to  their  ne  plus  ultra,  and 
I'ruitlelVly  tried,  and  the  executive 
ihall  be  found  to  have  ellayed  in 
vain,  a!l  the  pacific  ineafures,  be- 
longing to  th.tt  department  of  go- 
vernment, and  no  otlur  alternative 
remains,  but  a  reiort  mult  be 
made,  lrom  Che  mode  of  an  amica- 
ble adjtijtment  oj  our  claim %  h  the 
means  conjiituuouatiy  belonging  to 
the  legijlature  of  the  Union  ;  Jet  ic 
not  be  forgotten',  that  the  United 
heaitSj  ana  amis  of  the  conic-dera- 
ted republic  of  Ameiita,  which 
atchicved  its  independence,  iiid 
can  alone  vindicate,  and  eaabiua 
all  tlie  priv  ileges,  auhei  ing  to  it. 
Precipitation,  and  partial  acts  i»r' 
unauthorized  violence,  will  tend 
only  to  weaken  our  efforts,  and  in- 
flead  of  accelerating  will  undoubt- 
edly retard  the  atiuiument  of  our 
end.

The  negotiation  refbec- 
tuig  it,  although  attended  with 
fome  unlucky  events,  did  not  ex- 
pire, With  the  former  Congreliioii- 
al  government,  but  was  turned  o- 
ver among  the  other  inchoate,  and 
uncompleted  acts  of  that  body  ,  to 
the  new  go*  era  mental  fyltem  of 
America,  fince  the  operation  of
